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Camp Grayling, National Guard target of lawsuit recenlty filed by 
AuSable Manistee Action Council in federal court in Grand Rapids 


The AuSable Manistee Action 
Council Inc. (AMAC), has filed suitin 
U.S. District Court in Grand Rapids, 
charging the U.S. Army, its National 
Guard Bureau and six other agencies 
of numerous violations of the federal 
National Environmental Policy Act, 
and the state and federal adininistrative 
procedures acts, 

The lawsuit stems from a 1989 
Draft Environmental Impact Statement 
being presented as a_ Final 
Environmental Impact Statement to 
justify building a high-tech Multi- 
Purpose Range Complex-Heavy 
(MPRC), permitting combined arms 
training at Camp Grayling’s tank 
ranges. Training would simulate actual 
battlefield conditions with mancuvers 
by infantry and armor divisions firing 
their weapons, while aircraft provide 
close support. 

“The three projects in the 
environmental impact statement are 
projects that will benefit the 
environment, the taxpayers, the 
soldiersand Camp Grayling,” said Maj. 
Jerold Foeh!, Camp Grayling public 
affairs officer. 

AMAC cites construction and use 
of the complex will have significant 
adverse environmental impacts. 

“This facility will create a better 
range for the firing we are already 
doing,” Foch! said. “The chosen option 
for this project makes the best 
environmental sense. It will be totally 
contained within the existing tank 
range. It wiil be potentially less noisy 
because it’s further from private land 
and the training boundaries, and it'll 
be much smaller, 


“There will be no jet fighters,” 
Fochl added, “only tanks, infantry and 
helicopters in combined training,” 

The Action Council is concerned 
about the cumulative environmental 
impacts of operating the MPRC not 
addressed in the final impact statement, 
including known pollution recently 
discovered on the camp’s artillery/ 
bombing range. Although the final 
impact statement implies no increase 
in training, AMAC is also concerned 
thatthe new range complex will create 
an increasing demand for training at 
Camp Grayling from out-of-state 
National Guard units, United States 
Army units, and military units from 
foreign nations. 

“T think it'll go to court rather 
quickly,” said Dan Alstott, president 
of AMAC. “We expect to get the 
injunction and a properly prepared 
impact statement as a result.” 

The lawsuit contends any increase 
in taining will aggravate soils and 
waler contamination, and will 
exacerbate other detrimental impacts, 
such as noise pollution, disruption of 
wildlife habitat, an increased chance 
of accidents, erosion of tourism and 
the cost of remediating the site. 

“The mission of AMAC is not, and 
never has been, to shut down Camp 
Grayling,” Alstott said. “Our adopted 
mission is to see Camp Grayling be 
managed and operated in a manner 
that is more sensitive to the needs of 
the natural environment, and in a 
manner that takes into better and more 
respectful account the well-being of 
the people in proximity of the camp.” 

“The other two projects in the 
impact statement, a bulk fuct facility 
and concrete parking aprons at 
MATES, are OK with us,” Alstott 
said. 

AMAC states that significant new 
environmental information has 
developed during the five-year period 
between the tme of the draft impact 


statement in March 1989 and the final 
impact statement in Junc 1994. The 
complaint charges that Camp Grayling 
has violated the National 
Environmental Policy Act by issuing 
its final statement despite these 
changes, without analyzing the 
changed circumstances and providing 
a reasonable period for public 
comment, 

In addition, AMAC charges that 
Camp Grayling has violated numerous 
policy act requirements by issuing an 
inadequate and inaccurate final 
Statement, 

“We have met and exceeded all 
required steps in the National 
Environmental Policy Act,” Foehl said. 

In its complaint, AMAC has 
requested that the court order Camp 
Grayling to issue a supplemental 
environmental statement addressing 
the changed circumstances, and to 
provide a reasonable period for public 
comment, a public hearing and a 
response to comments in its final 
environmental impact statement before 
deciding whether to develop the 
MPRC., 

The complaint also seeks an 
injunction to prohibit the construction 
of the range complex until National 
Environmental Policy Act 
requirements have been met. 

The complaint details past impacts 
on the environment from military 
operations conducted at Camp 
Grayling, including soil contaminated 
with toxic chemicals, noise pollution, 
loss of vegetation and wildlife, adverse 
impacts on endangered species such 
as the Kirtland Warbler, risk of death 
and accident and 11,000 acres of land 
that possibly contain uncxploded 
shells, 

“Any significant delay in this 
project would be a victory for the 
opposition,” Foehl said, “Funding is 
only to the end of fiscal 1994, which is 
this September. After that it’s gone,”

Judge denies local environmental group temporary injunction as $1.7-million project is a go

Construction will soon begin on 
Crawford County’s $1.7 million jail 
expansion project that would add 33 
beds to the existing 18-bed facility, 
according to Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney David Sabin. 

“T think construction will start very 
shorily,” Sabin said. 

The go-ahead forconstruction came 
from 46thCircuit CourtJudge William 
Porter ina Wednesday, July 20 ruling 
to dismiss a request for a temporary 
restraining order brought before the 
court by the Citizens for Environmental 
Awareness and Accountability 
Government (CEAAG). 

CEAAG’s suit asked for an 
injunction against construction until 
environmental contamination at the 
construction sight could be analyzed 
and a plan of remediation put into 
effect. 

The Judge agreed that the standard 
for a temporary restraiing Order was 
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not met,” Sabin said. 

Sabin said soil samples taken from 
the sight, and their analysis by 
professional environmental 
consultants showed that excavation 
work at the construction site, would 
gct rid of most of the contaminants. 

“We know what the contamination 
is,” Sabin said. “Construction will get 
rid of the biggest pollutant, which is 
the sub-surface fill, Tt will be taken to 
the landfill, They have said it mects 
their requirements to be disposed of 
there. 

“We will continuc to dig and test as 
part of construction,” Sabin added. 
“And we've added a wetlands expert 
to go along with our soil expert, who 
will monitor constniction,” 


As part of Porter's raling, he 
instructed Craw ford County to provide 
the CEAAG with ongoing mformation 
of the jail construction process. Porter 
said atany time during construction, 
members of CEAAG can bring the 
issue back to court if they think the 
contamination is not being properly 
handled, or constriction is causing 
more contamimation, 

“T can’t foresce a sitnation that 
would warrant going back into court,” 
Sabin said. 

The CEAAG lawsuit also alleged 
Crawford County was in violation of 
state environmental protection acts, 
zoning requirements, the state Open 
Meclings Act, and aconflictin staffing 
on the Crawford County Building 
Authority by allowing Sheriff David 
Lovely to sition that board. 

Porter ruled that the Michigan 


Constitution prohibits acounty sheriff 
from holding another public office, 
untess that office deals directly with 
civildefense. Therefore, Lovely could 
not sit on the Crawford County 
Building Authority. 

“t have already asked the Board of 
Commissioners to appoint a 
replacement to the Building Authority 
for Sheriff Lovely.” Sabin said. 


Porter also ruled that when 
Crawford County does not publish the 
minutes, ora synopsis of the minutes 
of county Board of Commissioners 


mectings in the local paper, persons 
asking for copies of those minutes 
must receive them free of charge. 

Porter dismissed all other charges 
brought by CEAAG. 

Attempts to reach Helen Campbell, 
the Cooley Clinic attomey representing 
CEAAG, were unsuccessful, but 
CEAAG member David Kneff said, 
“We had good reason to do this. It 
wasn't frivolous. We now have full 
access to information.” 

Kneff said he though Porter's 
rulings had been “fair.” 

Defending CEAAG’s concerns, 
Sabin said, “Every community needs 
some sortof watchdog organization. I 
would like to see those organizations 
work with government, rather than 
apainstit. Ivsalotmore costeffective 
totalk to governmentin the first place. 
If that doesn’t work, then sue.”

To the editor: 

Regarding the incident that occurred 
to Mr, and Mrs, Robert Hutton, Guthnic 
Lakes, it is important that the citizens 
of the City of Grayling and Crawford 
and Otsego counties understand that 
the National Guard’s first priority 1s to 
be sure that the Huttons are made 
whole once again, and secondly, there 
be no reoccurrence of this incident. 

It is no consolauion to the Hultons, 
or anyone elsc, that more than five 
million rounds (not including small 
arms) have been fired since a similar 
incident occurred. We cannot and 
mustnot tolerate even a single instance. 

Human error caused this incident; the 
Iilinois Nationat Guard has completed 
an in-depth and thorough investigation; 
the personnel concerned will answer 
for their error forthwith, 

At times like this, it is so important 
that we remind ourselves, especially 
non-military citizens, that what we in 
the military do, even in training, is 
dangerous and serious injury can occur, 
This spring a young Ohio Guardsmen 
was killed... two Michigan Aur 
National fighter pilots have also 
perished in the recent past in training 
accidents. In the military we do our 
level best to follow very rigid safcty 
standards and procedures, bul we're 
not infallible... we too are human, 

The young men and women who 
serve the National Guard care about 
theircommunity very, very much. The 
compensation they reccive is not the 
reason most puton the uniform, Times 
like this, when an unfortunate incident 
occurs, it is very casy to blame, 
castigate, or vilify members of our 
anmed forces. That’s not right. These 
drug-free, law abiding, conservative, 
family oriented Americans should 
neverbe the target of scornand ridicule, 
because when you need them whether 
in Grayling, Detroit, or Bosnia, they 
will salute, quietly pack their duffle

bay, and be there without question, 
Youcan depend on itevery lime, There 
is no “limelight” in this business, and 
they expectnone. It’s asimple matter 
of duty. Tam personally honored to 
serve with them. 

The incident that happened this last 
week must be placed in perspective, 
and not used as a means to cause 
division and create doubt about the 
citizen soldiers that serve you... their 
fellow Americans, 

This is a great community, and itis 
clear to me that this community 1s 
overwhelmingly supportive of 
America’s hometown military, the 
National Guard.

weekend adventures showed roads 
Where there are nothing but sand tracks 
through the ancient dunes, No place to 
turn around when the sand got deep 
and unpassable. HT had brought the 
Michigan County Map book, I would 
have seen that the roads were actually 
training trails in the middle of Camp 
Grayling. In boght red ink, areas of 
unexploded shells and rifle ranges are 
auilined. Butno, we were sunk to the 
frame inour old van and vainly trying 
to dig ourselves out with a small camp 
shovel when the troops arrived. We 
were on our hands and knees, pulling 
sand out from under the canoe laden 
van. The troops seemed mildly amused 
and later we discovered that we were 
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not the only ones who had wandered 
off the beaten track. They pulled us 
out to the top of the hill and left us to 
baja down more sand tracks, thus 
causing irreparable damage to our poor 
vehicle. 

As we lurched through the sand, 
eyeing tents and tanks, hearing the 
bombs bursting in air, green fog 
surrounded our car. Soldiers in dark 
brown tents and signal vans covered 
with camouflage netting eyed us 
suspiciously or maybe they were 
laughing, We didn’t stop to ask until 
our car died on the main gravel road 
coming through the area. More army 
stopped and tricd to help, these guys 
from Minnesota. A few Army wives 
stopped to inquire if we needed help.

Has Grayling dodged 


To the editor: 

Heavy rains over the week of July 
4th ratsed serious concerns about the 
fulure of the AuSable River as well as 
Grayling and Crawford County’s 
economic health. 

Prior to the downpour, the river was 
in a virtual drought condition. The 
week of June 15-20 saw the highest 
water temperatures ever recorded in 
the Holy Water (the stretch of river 
from Burton’s Landing to Wakeley 
Bridge, so named for its gently flows 
and ease of fly fishing.) Not since the 
summer of 1988 have the water 
temperatures even approached being 
as high as they were in this past June. 
In both 1988 and 1994, these high 
temperatures caused fish to die in our 
world-renown trout stream. Trout 
become stressed in water temperatures 
above 70 degrees Fahrenheit; they 
begin to die in water over 75 degrees 
if they are unable to escape to cooler 
spring flows entering the stream. 
Recorded temperatures flowing over 
the Grayling Dam were 85 degrees, 
Downstream at Stephan’s Bridge, 
historically the coolest stretch of the 
Mainstream, the water had cooled to a 
sul dangerous 78 degrees. 

Many, atleast partially unconfirmed, 
reports circulated during the recent 
threat to the Grayling Dam and 
Business I-75 bridge. “The side plates 
have buckled,” “the dam has cracked,” 
“it’s the fault of removing the Salling 
Dam.” What we know for sure is that 
if the dam had burst, it would of taken 
oul the Business I-75 bridge, created 
the mostdisastrous fish killin northern 
Michigan history and crippled the 
Grayling-Crawford County economy. 
Trout would have suffocated and died 
for as many as 30 miles downstream 
duc to the massive and sudden influx 
of sit.

It has left us with 
untold tons of silt above the Grayling 
Dam. Now there isa strong possibility 
that the security of the Grayling Dam 
is in question. Under the Dam Safety 
Act, the Michigan Department of 
Transportation and the Department of 
Natural Resources may have more to 
say about this in the future, but we in 
Crawford County should address it 
today. 

It would seem that since we are no 
jonger floating logs down tothe millat 
the Grayling Dam, it may have out 
lived its usefulness. Maybe a more 
modern, progressive and visionary 
initiative is called for, The Grayling 
Dam is an anachronism and it should 
be removed, but only with forethought 
and careful planning. The proper way 
to draw down a structure of this nature 
isto only release a few inches amonth, 
allowing the banks to vegetate as the 
water is receding. The slow release 
would also allow the river to only 
flush out the heavy sediments in the 
natural river channel, which could be 
collected by down stream sand traps. 
It would leave the sediments from the 
Salling Dam where they are now. 
Though it might take several years to 
draw down the Grayling Dam, we 
would effectively remove a threat to 
Grayling’s economic survival, check 
thermal pollution that is killing off our 
trout, and create miles of new quality 
fishing water closer to town — and 
perhaps right smack downtown! It is 
time to look at al] the possibilities, and 
work together, before the next crisis 
atives, [tis time that we consider the 
future of this river and the positive 
economic impact on Grayling with the 
dam removed.

Abstinence program launched 
for Michigan school children

An old message of abstinence is 
being sounded in Michigan witha ncw 
flavor for a number of reasons. 

The motivations for abstinence 
campaigns range from halting teen 
pregnancy to stopping any alcohol- 
related problems. And now the cam- 
paigns are falling on younger ears, as 
the Michigan Abstinence Partnership 
initiative aims to reach children ages 
nine to 14, 

The partnership, launched by the 
state Department of Public Health in 
1993, is a cooperative effort between 
the department and respective com- 
munities to try to squelch a number of 
teen problems by zooming in on a 
single focus: encouraging teens to ab- 
stain from premarital sex. 

The department hopes toexpand the 
message over time to cover other re- 
lated problems, such as drugs and 
alcohol, but believes that focusing on 
a central problem will have a domino 
effect on other issues. 

Lou Koss, communications dircc- 
tor for Clintondale Schools, said a 
new AIDS education program recently 
approved to reach the middle school 
Ievel also will aim to promote absti- 
nence, The program was already ap- 
proved for the high school tevel, but 
now will aim to educate children at a 
time when studics show thcy are ex- 
perimenting, Koss said. 

“Students really need toknow about 
that at a younger age,” she said. 

And such a message sent out by an 
AIDS education program may help 
children over those other hurdles—

such as drug and alcohol use--that 
some studies link to premarital sex. 

The Department of Public Health 
reported that by the age of 15, at least 
25 percent of all young people are 
engaging in risky health behaviors. 
That is onc reason why the initiative is 
aimed at nipping the problem in the 
bud, when children are nine to 14. 

Teens are al a point where they want 
to hear such a message, as was rc- 
flected inarecentarticle in USA Week- 
end, said Charles Peller of the com- 
munications office at the Department 
of Social Services. 

USA Weekend's article cited a poll 
that indicated teens are more open to 
hearing about abstinence today. 

The poll indicated that seven in 10 
adults and teens agree with a message 
of abstinence endorsed by organiza- 
tions such as Athletes for Abstinence, 
led by big-name athletes who urge 
children to save sex until marriage, 
and others. 

The survey also asked, ‘Do today’s 
leenagers hear too little about saying 
no to sex?” In 1994, 44 percent said 
they heard too little, as compared to 54 
percent in 1991. 

Yet Terri Wright, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Child and Family Services in 
the public health department, cau- 
tioned that the program the agency is 
promoting gocs beyond telling kids to 
just say no—it aims to tell them why. 
She said the program aims to quell any 
premature sexual activity by provid- 
ing youths with tools they can use to 

resist Sex. 

“The riskiest time for children is 
between 3 and 6 p.m.,” she said. To 


ensure that children are not misled 
during the time between the end of the 
school day and when their parents 
arrive home from work, special activi- 
ties canbe a good altemative, she said. 

“They could be doing things like 
arts and crafts,” she said, adding thata 
wide range of projects, including role- 
playing, could reinforce the message. 

The abstinence program will be 
tailored to particular communities, 
which can institute it in a number of 
ways, buy the common denominator 
will be the content—-which will try to 
show abstinence in a positive light, 
but not in a moralistic one. 

“It’s askills-oriented program,” she 
said. “Youcan’t tell children to say no 
and not give them healthy, viable 
options.” 

Shelly Schadewais, director of the 
initiative, said the program will in- 
volve special events that will directly 
involve kids, which could range from 
participating in contests to making 
commercials. She emphasized that 
children will not feel that they are 
being preached to, as long as the pro- 
gram pushcs abstinence as a health 
behavior and keeps a positive spin on 
it. 

And although the parents of many 
of today’s children grew up in an 
atmosphere of free love in the 1960s, 
Schadewald said diseases have forced 
society to re-evaluate an atmosphere 
that promotes promiscuity. 

“Free love sort of stands for just 
enjoying yourself and not facing the 
consequences,” she said. “We've got 
to take a reversal or there’ll be kids 
dying.”

Nancy AL Wakefield 
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New Grayling Fish Hatchery Club hopes to 


establish national trout, river museum

After a lengthy absence, a new 
chapter of the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Club (GFHC) is alive and well in 
Crawford County. 

The local non-profit group was 
formed this spring and is currently 
forming its board or trustees, according 
to Robert Smock Jr. of Grayling, 
president of the GFHC. 

“The original GFHC was developed 
by Rasmus Hanson in 1912 ina effort 
to reintroduce and save the Grayling 
Trout,” Smock said. “He sold $5,000 
in stock and built the hatchery, 

“While that effort failed, they did 
raise stock of brook and brown trout,” 
he added. 

The fish hatchery was operated 
privately by the original GFHC from 
1916 to 1926, when the facility was 
sold to the State of Michigan for 
$10,000. 

The hatchery was originally located 
upriver of its current address, on the 
north side of North Dowa River Road. 
The site was abandoncd by the state, 
which chose to build down river so 
well water could be used allowing for 
better control of water temperature. 

Hatchery operations were closed 
from 1960 to 1979, although the 
property was still home for the 
Department of Natural Resources 
Grayling Field Office until about five 
years ago. With the GFHC again 
finding life, the hatchery and its 
runways were opened once more in 
1983, attracting more than anestimated 
309,000 visitors since. 


FISH HATCHEERY--The Grayling Fish Hatchery (pictured above) was orginally located on 
the northern side of North Down River Road, upstream of its current location.

The fish 
hatchery is currently managed by the Grayling Recreational Authority and is open te the public 


during the summer months. 


Now 68 years later from its original 
conception, the new GFHC is looking 
forward to promoting trout fishing, as 
well as addressing environmental 
issues, 

“It’s primary focus is to deal with 
environmental issues relating to the 
AuSable River, trout habitat, and other 
related conservation projects,” he said. 
“We also hope the club will have the 
opportunity to obtain some type of

There cxist in Grayling many 
remembrancesof the familiar men who 
led Grayling through its formative 


years and on into the modern world of 


today. 

They were men of giant foresight 
and ambition, like Rasmus Hanson 
and Oscar Palmer a century ago, and 
more recently Fred Bear and William 
Joseph. All were men who gladly 
gave of themselves for the good of the 
community, and there are many more 
like them. 

Not so familiar are the names of the 
women that built Grayling, but there 
were and are many women who have 
made huge contributions to the 
community, the foremost of whom 
may be Sal (Truetiner) Hubel. 

Now, at the age of 91, the lady 
known tothe community as “Sal” looks 
back on hermany years of involvement 
in the Grayling community with fond 
memories. 


Sal came to Grayling from her 
hometown of Clare in the early 1930s, 
and from her first day here she began 
building a legacy of love and caring 
commitment for her new home which 
cannot be overlooked. 

She first worked in Grayling as the 
vice-chairman of District Health 
Department #1. During that time, 
long before television bound people to 
their homes for entertainment, she 
organized several stage plays, an 
operetta and an all-male dance revue 
utilizing local talent. 


Howard “Whitey” Madsen 


remembered being part of that dance 
revue inhis October 9, 1986 Avalanche 
editorial, 


How she managed to talk all the 
guys into performing,” Madsen wrote, 
“Gs still beyond my imagination.” 

People who know Sal, know that 
she could be very persuasive, seldom 
taking “no” for ananswer from anyone. 

In the late °30s, Sal assumed the 
leadership role of chairperson for the 
annual winter carnival committee and 
“Queen Mother” of the winter camival 
beauty pageant. Those were the years 
when Grayling was the undisputed 
winter sports capital of the midwest 
and its carnival was attended by 
thousands, including the state’s leading 
politicians and sports dignitarics. 

For several years, Sal took the 
carnival queen and her court 
throughout Michigan promoting 
winter sports in Grayling. 

In 1941, Sal took the queen and her 
court to Lansing to meet the governor 
and in 1942, Grayling Winter Sports 
Queen Thelma Papendick was 
introduced on the ice by Sal to the 
audience during a Detroit Red Wing 
hockey game at Olympia Stadium. 
During the summers, she would take 
the girls to all the festivals to ride on 
the Grayling float. 

For her winter sports promouonal 
efforts, “Suicide Sal,” the fastest 
toboggan on the hill at the Grayling 
Winter Sports Park was named in her 
honor. 

“That toboggan was so fast we had 
to hide it when the snow trains came,” 
Sal said. “The people would fall off 
the train from being drunk and we 
didn’t want them killing themselves 
on that toboggan,” 

Through the years Sal served the 
community in many different 
functions, including two terms as 
president of the Grayling Chamber of

Ohio units start annual

The 112th Medical Brigade willalso 
be on-hand, practicing their individual 
soldier skills and group medical 
operations, In particular, the ER2th 
willbe required to¢stablisha M_LA.S.H. 
(Mobile Army Surgical Hospitat 
under strict guidelines. A STX 
(Situational Training Exercise) as also 
in the plans for the 112th, The troops 
will practice the techniques of 
evacuating wounded personne? trom 
an enemy area, 

The 37 1st Corps Support Group ts 
responsible for keeping the ficld 
training exercises operational, Units 


from this group operate the firing 
ranges, perform maintenance on 
military aircraft, and provide security 
for the entire area. "This group ts 
parucularly responsible for and 
focused on safety," said Kambic. 

The Ohio Military Academy ts also 
busy at Grayling, conducting a 
qualification course fos mfantry scouts, 
As the front-tine troops, the scouts are 
responsible for reconnaissance 
missions, collecting: information on 
enemy troops and getting that 
information back to thei superior 
officers, 

Finally, Headquarters Company of 
Troop Command is providing the 
overall coordination for the annual 
training. Colonel James FE. Caldwell 
is the officer in charge of Troop 
Command and the entire operation, 
"Phis is the major, multi-cchclon 
training: session of the year,” satd 
Caldwell "We've pot vatriors, the 
healers, fhe suppliers and the ftxers 
here.” 

"Safely ts the foremost concern for 
this training,” said Caldwell, "Tt took 
alot of traning coordination just to 
get these oops and vehicles here 
safely. Overall awareness of satety 
for the troops, the civilians and the 
environment is our emphasis.”

Women’s Club and the Northeastern

A centennial 
celebration committee was formed to 
organize the festivities, and Sal was 
named its general chairperson. She 
and her large committee of volunteers 
put together a full week of centennial 


events, fromconcerts toa pipesmoking § 
contest. The week culminated on { 


Saturday, Aug. 12, witha spectacular 
Grand Parade, the likes of which had 
never been seen in Grayling before. 

The Aug. 3 editionof the Avalanche 
dedicated its entire front page to the 
centennial celebration schedule of 
events, 

Through it all, Sal’s dedication and 
determination ruled the celebration, 
but shortly after the big weck her 
sometimes salty, “tell-it-like-it-is,” 
personality came through in a letter to 
the Avalanche editor in which she 
described Grayling, before the 
centennial, asa “dirty, filthy little city.” 

She wrote, “Grayling has the 
potential of being the greatest little 
town in the north. Beautiful schools 
and churches, a magnificent bank 
building, alovely court house, and one 
of the best hospitals in the north.” 

Sal went on to say despite all the 
beauty in Grayling, it is a “town filled 
with about 40 percent slobs.” 

Her letter thoroughly chastised 
those who neglected the beautification 
of their homes, yards and businesses: 
and it tore into those who didn't 
volunteer to take part in community 


functions, 


“Unless some of you so-cafled 
untidy people pull up your socks, get 
in there and clean up and all pall 
together,” she wrote, “the sign on the 
outskirts of town will read ‘Slobville’ 
Grayling, Michigan, dirtiest litle town 
in the north.” 

Inthe following week’s Avalanche, 
columnist Jack Pine (Jack Mason) 
responded by saying, “Dear Sal. I 
love you! You're the greatest, 
absolutely! While you're letter in fast 
week's Avalanche took the community 
to task for several reasons, I criticize tt 
fora totally different reason. This area 
has never given you personatly the 
great creda you deserve for your 
manifold efforts ina vast variely of 
community projects... 


“The listof what you have done for 
all of us throughout the years would 
fill a whole column,” he continued.

Less than three-months later Sal 
was awarded the Outstanding 
Citizenship Award by the Grayling 
Chamber of Commerce. 

For many years after, Sal remained 
active in the community and the 
church. She helped organize a county- 
wide effort to distribute Christmas 
baskets, consolidating the efforts of 
several other organizations and 
churches, and she made sure all eligible 
families were included, 

“For many years she gave up 
Chrisunas Eve athome,” said daughter, 
Jane Ann Patchak. “She spentit getting 
baskets out, and sometuumeseven doing 
some of the deliveries herself.” 

Sal also served as hostess tor the 
annual enlisted men’s luncheons in 
which the outstanding Michigan 
National Guardsman of the year was 
honored. 

“Mother has been called ‘Mrs. 
Grayling,’ and it was said she ran the 
town, which probably isn't qiitte true,” 
Patchak said. “But, she certainly 
contributed a lot to i.” 

Today, Sal is retired from most of 
her community commitments. She 
sul) attends church regularly at the 
Methodist Church, but isn’t as active 
as she once was. Now, she enjoys 
visiting with her family and friends, 

When Sal smiles, the Joy of the 
memories of years pone-by are readily 
apparent, and there is sulla devilish 
twinkle in her eye Chatlets you know 
she just still may have some surprises 
up her sleeve.

It’s casy to miss the carly warning 
signs of asthma in children. Since 
occasional coughs are as much a part 
of childhood as diaperrash and skinned 
knees, parents tend to ignore the 
symptoms. 

But if the cough continues longer 
than seven days or you hear wheezing 
when your child breathes, it could be 
more than a common cold, warns 
University of Michigan pharmacist 
Cary E. Johnson. Your child might 
have asthma. If so, it’s important to 
see your pediatrician or family 
physician and begin treatmentas soon 
as possible. 

“Any breathing difficulty in children 
should always be evaluated by a 
physician,” said Johnson, associate 
professor of pharmacy and clinical 
pharmacist at the U-M. “There are 
many medications available today to 
(reat asthma, but they work best when 
iheyare used before symptoms become 
severe,” 

Early signs of pediatric asthma, 
according to Johnson, may include a

chronic cough, respiratory distress or 
wheezing and shortness of breath 
during or after exercise. The disease 
can develop at any stage in a child’s 
life, generally from age two through 
adolescence. If your child docs have 
asthma, your physician may prescribe 
several different types of medications 
used in combination to relax alr 
passages in the lungs, reduce 
inflammation and prevent the onsct of 
symptoms. 

To treat asthma safely and 
effectively, Johnson recommends: 

°Minimize exposure to substances, 
such as cigarette smoke, that can 
aggravate asthma symptoms. 

*Expect a trial period with one or 
more medications and several follow- 
up office visits while your physician 
determines the dose and medication 
that works best for your child, 


*Be sure you know the name and 
amountof every medication your child 
takes. Follow the dosage schedule for 
cach medicine as closely as possible. 
Ask yourpharmacistaboul medication 
reminder systems. . 

«If yourdoctor prescribes an inhaler, 
insist that the physician or pharmacist 
show youand your child how to use it 
correctly, “If the inhaler isn’t used 
properly, the medication can “tgel into 
the lungs to do its job,” Johnson said, 

Your child should practice using the 
inhaler several times while the 
physician or pharmacist watches. 
Don’t hesitate to take your child back 
for a return visit if you are unsure 
about his or her technique. 

Over-the-counter asthma 
medications like inhalant mists or 
tablets, which are sold without a 
prescription, arc not suitable for

children. “Children with symptoms 
of asthma must be evaluated by 4 
physician. Relying on over-the. 
counter drugs is toorisky, even in mild 
cases,” Johnson said. 

«Some children, especially those 
under age five, lack the coordination, 
maturity or patience to use inhalers 
correctly. If this is a problem with 
yourchild, ask about special chambers 
or collapsible bags called “spacers” 
that hold the spray from the inhaler for 
several seconds, so your child can 
inhale it more naturally. Home 
nebulizers are also an alternative for 
younger children or for those with 
special use requirements, 

eDon’t be alarmed if your physician 
prescribes corticosteroids for your 
child’sasthma. Thescare notanabolic 
steroids, which have been abused by 
some athletes. “Side-effects from 
steroids, especially taken by inhalation, 
are minimal,” Johnson said, “Steroids 
reduce inflammation and prevent the 
hyper-reactivity of air passages 
associated with asthma, To be most 
effective, inhaled corticosteroids must 
be used on a regular basis. They are 
probably the most important 
medication for the teatmentof chronic 
asthma.” 

*Anacute asthma attack can develop 
rapidly, so it is important to recognize 
changing respiratory symptoms as 
early as possible. Ask your physician 
about an inexpensive device called a 
peak flow meter, which is easy for 
children to use and can be very useful 
for this purpose. 

For an excellent reference book 
about asthma, Johnson suggests 
Children With Asthma: A Manual For 
Parents by Thomas Plant, M.D.

Legislature moves to restrict video game violence

With a flick of his fingers, a 56- 
pound, cight-year old boy severed a 
human head. 

But he wasn’t a criminal --- not yet 
anyway. He was a consumer, 

Focusing intently on a ten-inch 
Square screen, the boy manipulated a 
controller almost too big for his hands. 

“Watch this, mom,” he said. 

With a devastating uppercut, the 
cight-year-old boy's kimono-clad 
video warrior relieved another video 
character of his head. 

“Cool.” 

His mother admitted she was buying 
the system for the boy for Christmas. 

This scene, played outatan Okemos 
shopping mall, is no doubt a common 
one during the holiday season, 

House Bill 5529 would prohibit 
anyone under the age of 18 from 
distributing, using or purchasing video 
games with scenes depicting physical 
violence against or the dismembering 
or killing of humans or animals. 

Its companion, House Bill 5231 
would allow parents to be charged 
with a misdemeanor if a child 
brandishes a firearm that should have 
been locked in acontainer, If the child 
docs bodily harm with the weapon, the 
Charge becomes a felony. 

These Michigan proposals come 
after a U.S. Senate commitice gave 
major game manufacturers Nintendo 
and Sega a year to devise a rating 
system for games or face imposed 
federal regulation. 

“Children are very casily influenced 
by the games they play and what they 
sec others doing, and the natural 
temptation is to try many of the these 
games ‘in real life,’” Stallworth said. 
“Several tragedies have already 
occurred where children have died 
because they are acting out games, 
movics or television scenes, and 
because they are bringing weapons 
into the classroom.” 

Stallworth said laws would do what 
vidco game producers are apparently 
unwilling to do. 

The intense realism of new game 
systems --- at low cost —- has spurred 
some of the complaints. Realism is a 
marketing strategy, and both Sega and 
Super Nintendo offer complexity and 
detail previously reserved for personal 
computers, 

And the best is yet to come -—- Sega 
has introduced a CD-driven system 
with near-movie quality graphics, and 
both Sega and Super Nintendo are 
developing 32-bit systems for release 
in 1995,

The original Nintendo system had 
eight bits, 

A non-scicnulic survey of game 
rclailers in the Lansing areca revealed 
that Final Fight and Street Fighter II 

-- the two video games critics call the 
most violent -- are popular but nowhere 
Near as popular as the new lines of 
ullra-rcalisuic sports games like Stanley 
Cup Hockey and John Madden 
Football 1994, 

In Final Fight and Street Fighter I, 
the players selects and controls a video 
warrior who must make his or her way 
through a serics of fights. In Final 
Fight, first developed for the Sega 
System, competitors are coaxed to 
“finish” a defeated opponent with a 
killing blow. In Street Fighter H, a 
Super Nintendo game, if a move has 
been performed successfully, blood 
shoots out of the mouth of the injured 
Opponent. 

But NHL Hockey 1993-94 has its 
own share of gore as well. Players can 
drop the gloves and fight, and the toser 
may be hurt cnough to be taken from 
the game on the stretcher. 

Scott Huiskens, assistant manager 
of Babbage's, a national chain of 
software retailers, said inquirics about 
violent video games have been few. 

“We geta few parents that come in, 
butnotalarge number,” he said. “Most 
are not really concerned.” 

Game players think the rules will be 
taken too far. Football and hockey 
gamcs would seem to fall under the 
category of “physical violence,” but it 
is unclear if they would be banned for 
mimors, 

And minors are the largest market 
for the games. 

Babbage’s and other software 
dealers pile monitors in their plate- 
glass storefronts andrun demonstration 
clips of the [latest games. People 
passing by often stop and watch the 
new images. 

One monitor was flashing a clip 
from Sega’s latest offering tor its CD 
system, Sonic the Hedgchog. 

“My God, it looks real,” said 15- 
year-old Arlene Barnes of Lansing. 
“As real as a cartoon character could 
loak, anyway.” 

The boy in the store said he saw the 
Final Fight commercial on television, 
That was what got him hooked. 

“Pm killing the bad people in the 
game,” he said. “It isn’t real. 

A representative from Nintendo, 
based itt Redmond, Wash., said the 
game giant is working on a voluntary 
“warning system” much like the 
cautionary labels on tapes and CDs.

Auto air conditioning 
costs heating up 


Motorists driving older vehicles in 
need of air conditioning service will 
find the cost ofa routine recharge may 
have escalated from about $35 to $100 
or more, AAA Michigan reports. 

The rising price of routine air 
conditioning maintenance is due to a 
federal requirement phasing out the 
manufacture of the most common 
automotive refrigerant, CFC R-12, by 
1995. 

R-12 is belicved to deplete the 
earth’s protective ozone layer. 
Although R-12 will be available for 
several more years, the cost should 
continue to risc as the supply 
diminishes, AAA said. 

“At present, the only way to avoid 
the rising cost of R-12 is to modify 
older air conditioning systems to use 
the non-polluting refrigerant HFC- 

134a, or to purchase a new car that 
uses the new refrigerant,” said Gerald 


Gutowski, automotive services 
director. 
“Unfortunately, the cost of 


converting a R-12 air conditioning 
system to HFC-134a can be 
expensive,” Gutowski added. “A 
typical conversion involves replacing 
all scals and hoses used in the air 
conditioning system, a job which can 
cost at least $200.” 


Cars made in the last two or three 
years may require less costly 
conversions or may already use HFC- 
134a, Gutowski said. This is because 
some auto manufacturers began 
preparing for the R-12 phase-out 
several years ago. Approximately 35 
percent of 1993 models use HFC-134a, 
The number will rise to about 85 
percent for 1994 models.

Now that summer is here, many 
Michigan residents will take to the 
waterways with their speedboats, jet- 
skis and other watercraft. However, 
fun on the water can tum into folly or 
even disaster, when boat operators 
drink alcohol. 

Twenty-seven boaters died in 
Michigan waters in 1993 and over half 
of those incidents involved alcohol. 
While the death toll seems modest, the 
odds of being killed while boating are 
18 times the odds of dying in a motor 
vehicle crash. 

Drunken boaters can crash intoother 
vessels or fixtures in the landscape. 
They must also be concemed about... 

efatigue from sun or weather; 

*incxpericnce with high-powered 
boats or being “rusty” early in the 
season; 

sand drowning, should anyone fall 
overboard. 

Nationwide, four people dic each 
year for every 100,000 registered 
watercraft. Michigan boaters did a 
lite better in 1993, with 3.1 deaths 
per 100,000 watercraft. Considering 
that Michigan’s motor vehicic fatality 
rate was a very low 0.17 deaths per 
100,000 vehicles in 1992, the boating

practices and fatigue all figure into a 
disaster on the water, butalcohol is the 
biggest contributing factor. 

In 1993, Michigan implemented a 
law to more strictly penalize people 
who operate watercraft while impaired 
or under the influence of alcoho! or 
drugs. 

Under the new law, boat operators 
are impaired with a blood alcohol 
concentration (BAC) of 0.07 or more, 
and under the influence with 0,10 BAC 
ormore. These levels are the same as 
for motor vehicle operators, and the 
penalties are similar including possible 
suspension of boating privileges. 

In addition, all boaters using public 
waterways must submit to a 
breathalyzer or chemical test when 
requested by alaw enforcementofficer. 

Perhaps the second-most important 
safety precaution on the water is to use 
a personal floatation device (PFD). 
As of April 1, 1994, PFDs became 
required equipment for all children 
underage six in a boat that is underway. 
In 80 percent of boating fatalities, the 
victim was not wearing a PFD. 

As we kick off a lovely Michigan 
summer, please wear your PFD and 
pledge not to drink and operate a 
boat.

Education may be whatsome people 
think is the key to getting off welfare, 
but college education, at least, may 
soon be on the bottom of the Depart- 
ment of Social Services’ totem pole. 

If so, there could be a dramatic 
change in emphasis from college 
education to practical trade careers. 

“As we move towards time-limited 
welfarc, the emphasis will be more 
tightly-framed---more towards cm- 
ployment and fess towards post-sec- 
ondary education,” said Gloria Sher- 
man, program director for Lapeer 
County DSS. 

“Rightnow, DSS is supporting post- 
secondary education,” which encom- 
passes college and technical training, 
Sherman said. 

Currently, if welfare recipients on 
the Michigan Opportunity and Skills 
Training Program (MOST) decide they 
want to pursuc a post-secondary cdu- 
cation, DSS provides supportive serv - 
ices such as day-care and transporta- 
tion, she said. 

But, if “time-limited assistance” 1s 
instituted this could change. 


The department will attempt to § 
condense training and schooling so §, 


that it is morc job-related and i is 
geared more towards full cmployment 
in a shorter period of time, Sherman 
said.

The time of year is here when the 
potential for animal bites is extremely 
high. Whenever such a bit occurs, the 
chance for rabies could possibly exist. 

Rabics is a fatal disease caused by a 
virus that attacks the nervous system, 
This virus lives in the saliva and brain 
tissue of infected animals, It infects 
pets, livestock, wildlife and people 
who come in contact with infected 
saliva or brain tissue. This happens 
when a bite or scratch occurs or an 
accidental contact between open 
wounds/mucous membranes and 
infected saliva. Houschold pets, farm 
animals and even people may possibly 
contract rabies from infected wild or 
stray animals, 

Nationwide, animals that are 
considered atrisk for spreading rabics 
are: foxes, skunks, raccoons, bats, 
coyotes, bobcat, unvaccinated cats and 
dogs, and even some woodchucks and 
ferrets. In Michigan, the animals of 
greatest concern are bats, skunks and 
unvaccinated cats. In fact, of the 18 
rabid Michigan animals identified in 
1993, 16 were bats. However, any of 
the animals listed above could also be 
carricrs of rabics in this state as well. 
An cpidemic of rabies in raccoons has 
occurred in neighboring states and may 
be of concern here sometime in the 
future, 

All unfamiliar animals should be 
treated with caution. Warn children 
not to touch wild animals or unfarniliar 
dogsand cats. No wildanimals should 
be kept as pets. To discourage 
scavengers from residing near your

house, keep garbage tightly covered. 
Make sure your own pets are 
vaccinated against rabies. Secure 
screensand doors to keep wild animals 
out of your house. Catt for assistance 
if a wild animal or bat enters your 
home, Bats are a particular concern to 
health departmentofficials, Although 
excellent consumers of insect pests, a 
small percentage of bats are infected 
with rabies. These bats appear normal 
in all respects to the ordinary observers. 
Last year, a bat from this area was 
captured and tested for rabies with a 
positive result. Consequently, bats 
should never be touched with bare 
hands. 


If afterall your best cfforts,an animal 
bite should occur, the response should 
be as follows: 

*If a bite occurs from any animal, 
allow it to bleed for several minutes 
then wash it thoroughly with soap and 
water. Don’t soak the wound which 
may only increase other bacterial 
contamination, 

*Contact your physician at once or 
if the bites are extensive and severe, 
lake the victim to the hospital for 
treatment. 

*Find out from the victim what type 
and species of animal inflicted the 
bite, its size and colorand, ifsomeone’s 
pet, thename and address of the owner, 
Also, have the person explain how the 
incident happened, if the animal was 
provoked or unprovoked, the time it 
happened and any unusual behavior 
on the part of the animal. Make sure 
you know and can tell health officials 
the victim’s immunization status, what 
lrcatment you gave the bile at home, 
the location of the bite on the body and 
if this person has any medical 
conditions that affect his or ber 
immunity, 

*Callthe health departmenttoreport 
the bite along with this other important 
information and call the animal control 
authority to apprehend or confine the 


animal ifnecessary. Donotapprehend 
it yourself, Also do not kill the animal 
since it may be needed to run tests. 

* After the bite has been examined, 
the physician will determine whether 
rabies rcatment is necessary. If it is, 
it should be started within 24 hours. 
Various factors must be considered 
first. The most important determining 
factor isthe animal involved. Squirrels, 
chipmunks, gophers, gerbils, hamsters, 
rabbits, mice, moles, shrews, and rals 
are not considered a source for rabies 
andanti-rabics treatmentis not initiated 
for these bites. However, skunks, 
bobcat, raccoons, foxes, bats, coyotes, 
and dogs/cats which are notimmunized 
against rabics are always a risk. Ifa 
bite occurs from one of these, further 
evaluation and follow-up care are 
necessary. The health department will 
assist the physician in determining 
what the recommended treatment 
should be. 

Know the signs and symptoms of 
rabies. Any change in an animal’s 
expected behavior could be a sign of 
rabies. An animal may be strangely 
shy or too casily approached. It may 
appear confused and sluggish, or 
unusually excitable and aggressive. 
Other worrisome signs include daytime 
activity by a normally nocturnal 
animal, staggering while walking, a 
Strange inability to cat or drink, 
drooling, convulsions and frothing at 
the mouth, paralysis, or a change in 
the sound of an animal’s voice. 

Fortunately, the occurrence of rabies 
in domestic animals has been 
decreasing, thanks to the combined 
efforts of veterinarians, animal control, 
and health officials. However, the 
increasing numbers of cases among 
wikt animals can not be ignored. 
Treating these wild animals with a 
healthy respect, keeping them at a 
distance, and vaccinaling your Owl 
pets can greatly reduce the risk of 
rabics,

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Engler signs bill to toughen 
underage drinking, driving laws 


Gov. John Engler, police officers, 
prosecutors and advocacy groups are 
praising a new state law that will 
strengthen penaltics for underage 
drinkers operating a vehicle, said an 
area legislator who co-sponsored the 
act. 

State Rep. Allen Lowe, R-Grayling, 
said Public Act 211 of 1994 was 
recently signed during a ceremony on 
the state Capital lawn. 

“This law is needed now. Motor 
vehicle crashes are the leading cause 
of death among 16- to 20-year olds,” 
Lowe said. 

“Our message to tcenagers is single 
minded, tough and direct -— don’t 
drink, don’t drink and drive, because 
if you do, you will be punished quickly 
and severely,” said Gov. Engler. 
“That’s the difference this bill makes. 
It will make more teenagers think 
before they drink.” 

Lowe said the fegislation sets stiff 
punishment for drivers under the age 
of 21 with a blood-alcohol level above 
02 percent. Violators can lose their 
licenses up to 90 days and pay a

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maximum fine of $250. Repeat 
offenders face a ficense suspension of 
one year and a maximum $500 fine, A 
first offense carries a minimum 
suspension of 30 days with a 90-day 
mandatory minimum for subsequent 
violations.

“Zero tolerance ts the best approach 
tothis problem,” said Lowe. “Enacting 
stronger laws and continuing 
educational efforts will help prevent 
underage drinking. It’s crucial that 
tcens hear a consistent message from 
parents, teachers, friends and law 
enforcement officials.” 

Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
(MADD) strongly supported the 
measure and said its enactment is a 
tuming point. 

“This new law removes a deadly 
inconsistency that has made ittoo easy 
for too long for our teens to engage in 
a deadly game of ‘beat the system.’ 
Unfortunately, when they lost, too 
often it was the ultimate loss,” said 
Bethany Goodman, executive director 
of MADD, Michigan, “Let them face

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losing their driving privileges rather 
than a limb, a friend, their abilitics 
through brain injury, their potential or 
their futures.” 

Goodman cited evidence showing 
that young people are impaired at lower 
blood-alcohoUevels than older adults. 
She said the combination of driver 
inexperience and a lower tolerance of 
alcohol results in the 
disproportionatcly high involvement 
of the underage drinking driver in 
traffic crashes. 

“By the time the blood-alcohol 
concentration reaches .08 for the 16- 
to 19-year-old driver, their crash risk 
is 40 times more than the adult risk,” 
Goodman explained. 

With these frightening statistics in 
mind, Lowe said it was time to send a 
signal, 

“In Michigan, we must begin anew 
cra. The crime of drinking and driving 
willno longer be tolerated,” said Lowe. 
“This measure will help us reduce this 
dangerous and inappropriate 
behavior.”

Two teams from the oid country ready themseives for the 47th Annual Marathon

It’snolonger the British arecoming, 
They’re here, 

Paddlers Peter Jones, Stephan 
Windmill, Andy Guest and Joe Lyons 
aré ready for another British invasion, 
this time of the 47th Annual 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable River Canoc 
Marathon, 

The 120-mile event is set to begin 
on Saturday, July 30th at 9 p.m. with 
the traditional Lemans-style start at 
Ray’s Canocing in downtown 
Grayling. 

“T said I'd be back,” said Jones, who 
returns for his second consecutive 
Marathon, In 1993, Jones teamed up 
with Karl Slater to finish 29th, with a 
time of 16:56:54, more than two anda 
half hours behind the first-place team 
of Serge Corbin and Solomon Carriere, 
both of Canada. A total of 38 teams 
completed in 1993 Marathon. 

Both Guest and Lyons, who arrived 
onJuly 13th, paddled the Harry Curley 
Memorial from Cooke Dam to Oscoda 
on July 16th. 

“We weren't ready, but we did it,” 
said Lyons. “When we arrived in 
Quebec last year, we did the same 
thing. It was a disaster. 

“We felt good,” Lyons said of their 
12th-place finish. “We got till about a 
half hour before the end before it all

fell apart.” 

Lyons and Guest finished the Harry 
Curley in atime of 2:34:51. Jeff Kotka 
of Grayling and Bill Torongo, who 
have finished second in the Marathon 
three times, won the event with a time 
of 2:24:56. 

After Foot Dam, the two British 
paddlers dropped from ninth to 12th 
place, as Lyons became sick. But 
getting in the water versus their 
competitors was well worth the time 
and effort. 

“The fact we did as well as we did 
really picked up our confidence,” 
Lyons said. 

“It’s the time change,” added Guest. 
“You lose about three or four days 
(adjusting). Youdon’tsleep properly.” 

As the lone veteran Marathon 
paddler, Jones has acted as a resource 
for the other British paddlers. 


“{’ve told them everything I know. 
I think I’ve been pretty nice about it, 
actually,” Pete said. “We certainly 
work as a group.” 

Each team has its goal for the 
upcoming event, 

“My goal, besides finishing, is 10 
beat last year’s time,” said Jones, who 
will paddle with Windmill. 

“Basically, I would like to get 
through the night without getting lost,” 
Guest said. “Getting through the night 
and being in a decent position.” 

Lyons said the four paddlers have 
trained together in England, preparing 
themselves fora different style of canoe 
racing they knew they would find in 
the Marathon. 

Canoe races in England tend to be 
held on canals in boats longer and 
faster than those used in the Marathon 
and the other two Triple Crown events. 
Lyons said, while the  ICF 
(International Canoc Federation) boats 
are faster, they are also more unstable. 

“There is no way you paddle more

than one stroke on the same side,” 
Guestsaid. “That would be anightmare 
in an ICF boat.” 

Lyonssaid MCRA (Michigan Canoe 
Racing Association) canoes have much 
better handling characteristics, 
compared to European canocs, better 
stability, but lose the war of resistance. 
He said MCRA canoes tend to lose 
momentum faster than the 2 1-footlong 
ICF boats, which are also thinner, 

“You have to keep pushing here, 
keep paddling,” he added. 

For Windmill, the AuSable offers 
other challenges. 

“We race a lot in canals, which are 
basically the same width, and they’ re 
very suill,” he said. “The river here is 
very tight and windy. 

“It's certainty scenic. But ’'m 
surprised at the amount of debris Ieft 
in the water,” Windmill said of having 
to dodge stumps and other natural 
obstacles in the AuSable. 

While the number of Britscompeting 
in the Marathon has doubled, there are 
obstacles before more European teams 
arriving in Grayling. Lyons said 
several MCRA canoes need to be 
displayed during European events, so 
paddlers can geta look at the American 
counterpart’s equipment. 

“It would be good if we could 
transfer that standard specification,” 
Lyons said. “The problem is there’s 
too many types of boats (in European 
compctition) and too many groups 
promoting their own events.” 

Jones, Guest and Lyons are all 
teachers, while Windmill is employed 
as an engineer. 

The four paddlers said they have 
enjoyed the hospitality of the Grayling 
arca, while staying at the home of 
Marge and Ed Martella, both of whom 
are Marathon Committee volunteers. 
A vehicle has been provided for the 
two teams by Scott McNamara Ford 
of Roscommon.

Our commissioners believe that we can charge $35 or $40 a day housing 
these prisoners, and make money for the county I think we have enough prison 


‘camps in the county and don't need another one in the City of Grayling, especially 


on the banks of the AuSable River. I know that the commissioners have looked into 
how other counties have handled the same situation and the problems they now 
have with excess beds they cannot fill, and now that more counties are expanding 
their jails and even considering a regional facility in our neighboring counties, I 
cannot see how we will be able to keep our facility full enough to pay for this high 
cost, which could now cost somewhere in the neighborhood of $3,000,000. If it isn't 
kept full it will still have to be paid for, probably by reinstating the .3 mills that just 
paid off the present courthouse and asking for another .7 mills for operating costs, 
These additional mills are what the Board of Commissioners were considering even 
before the projected start of construction. They feel that because there they have 
already spent $3,000,000 dollars, which is almost enough to expand the jail large 
enough for our needs, they must now continue no matter what the cost. Because of 
the contamination on this site, in order to do any construction, all contaminated 
soil must be removed and disposed of properly, at a huge cost. If there is no 
construction on this site, the contamination, which poses no threat as long as the 
soil is not disturbed can remain where it is, at no further costs to the taxpayer. 


As a member of the Crawford County Board of Commissioners I believe I can 
serve the taxpayers much more efficiently, both financially and environmentally 
than my opponent now seated on this board. T believe that local government, 
working with the people, involving the people in the decision making process, can 
resolve any issue to almost everyone's satisfaction.

The lack of medical insurance at 
many lower-paying jobs means that 
those who leave welfare have no way 
to pay for any type of health care said 
Social Services Director Gerald Miller, 

‘The single largest barrier to people 
Jeaving public assistance is health 
care,” Muller said. 

So as early as this October, the state 
plans to allow some who leave welfare 
to buy into Medicaid at a reduced rate, 

Medicaid is a federal and state- 
funded program that helps pay for 
health care for the needy. 

Those who are eligible for the 
Medicaid buy-in are people who leave 
Aid for Families with Dependent 
Children for a job that does not pro- 
vide health insurance, or for children 
for whom a child-support order re- 
quires the purchase of health cover- 
age. 

Miller said the plan is part of Gov. 
John Engler’s larger plan to get people 
off public assistance and into the work 
force. 

“T don’t know how many of my 
clients I have talked to who have said, 
‘yOu give Me a Minimum wage job, 
give me health care for my kids, andI 
don’t ever want to see you again,” 
Miller said. 

Currenuy, 44 percent af public as- 
sistance comes from the state, while 
56 percent comes from the federal 
government. 

Under the buy-in plan, these whe 
chase to buy Medicaid coverage would 
have to pay only the +4 percent that the 
stale Now pays, according w Chuck 
Peller, assistant cOmmunications di- 
rector tor the Department of Social 
Services. 

Mfiller has sent a petition to the 
tederal government to ask it to con- 
unue paying the 56 percent , Peller 
said. 

This would make Medicaid an ex- 
tremely affordable opsion while cost- 
ing the stare nothing, he said. 

Though numbers aren't firm, Peller 
Sad premiums should be less than $50 
per month. 

“We are fairly confident this will go 
through,” Peller said.

Top marathon canoe racing teams 
from Britain, Canada and the U.S. are 
beginning toconverge onnorth-central 
Michigan’s AuSable River valicy for 
the 47th running of North Amcrica’s 
toughest, richest, non-stop canoe race 
~~ the Weyerhacuser International 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon. 

The AuSable River, noted for being 
perhaps the finest family canocing and 
fly-fishing trout stream east of the 
Mississippi, will be the stage for one 
of the toughest competitive sporting 
events on this continent. 

Staged since 1947, the 
Weyerhacuser AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon was an ultra-cndurance 
eventlong before “ultra” was cool. At 
dusk, Saturday evening, July 30, more 
than 40 two-person teams will race 
with theircanoes through the streets of 
Grayling, to the AuSable in front of 
Ray’s Canoeing and The Fly Factory 
to being the race to the finish line in 
Oscoda, 120 miles away on the shores 
of Lake Huron. 

After the startat dusk, the teams will 
compete throughout the nightand past 
noon the next day, paddling non-stop 
14 1/2 to 19 hours at a rate of 60 to 90 
paddle strokes a minute. During the 
eight hours of night-time paddling, 
they will receive little assistance from 
a last-quarter moon in avoiding the 
river’s natural obstacles. Battling the 
darkness and inclement weather, 
portaging six hydroelectric dams and 
the shear torture of up to 19 hours of 
non-stop paddling will all play on the 
contestant’s physical and mental 
capabilities.

1994 could be the year of the" triple, 
triple" in canoe marathon racing. 

This is the third anniversary of the 
Triple Crown of North American 
Canoe Racing, which started in 1992, 
with races in New York, Michigan 
and Quebec, Canada. 

Serge Corbin of Quebec, known as 
one of the most dominate paddlers in 
the world, is looking to win his third 
Triple Crown title. 

Corbin and partner Solomon 
Carriere of Saskatchewan, Canada, are 
looking for the sweep for the second 
straight year after winning the first leg 
of the Triple Crown, the 32ad Annual 
Gencral Clinton Canoe Regatta in 
Bainbridge, NY. The race and other 
events were held May 27-30. 

The Triple Crown consists of the 
70-mile General Clinton, the 
Weyerhacuser AuSable River Canoc 
Marathon and the three stage, 120- 
mile {.a Classique de Canots in 
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1994 Marathon is already a winner to Michigan - 8 
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outside assistance except food, drink, 
clothing and other necessities passed 
to them by their team of “bank runners” 
or “feeders” who meet them at pre- 
planned locations along the race 
course. The feeders can also provide 
their paddlers with strategic 
information about the location, speed 
and condition of teams being pursued 
just ahead or who are in close pursuit, 
just behind, The function of these 
support teams is often compared to 
that of pit crews in auto racing and can 
be just as important to the outcome of 
the race. 

Among those battling against the 
river, the elements and the other 
competitors in North Amcrica’s 
toughest non-stop canoe race will be 
brothers, Al and LeRoy Widing, 
combined age 133 years! For Al 
Widing, 69, of Mio, this will be another 
in a long string of Weyerhacuser 
AuSable River Marathon appearances, 
According to Al, this may be his last 
AuSable Marathon and so he wants ta 
paddle it with brother LeRoy, 64, of 
Port Clinton, OH. Al and LeRoy 
teamed together when they both 
entered their first AuSable Marathon 
“a life-time ago,” 

If the Widing brothers competing in 
this race provides inspiration for the 
older generation, then the participation 
of a pair of youthful teams in this 
rugged event may provide a good 
example to the younger generation. 
Matt Ashton and Mo Harwood, both 
age 15, of Grayling, may be the 
youngest team to ever compete in the 
Weycrhacuser AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon. They performed admirably 
in the Spike's Challenge, an AuSable 
River race covering about 1/3 the 


Quebec. Corbin and Carriere swept all 
three evenis in 1993, while Corbin 
also won all three events in 1992 with 
partner and former Grayling resident 
Brett Stockton. 

Corbin and Carriere finished the 
General Clinton in a winning time of 
7:53:15,more than four minutes ahead 
of the second-place team. 

“(Corbin) is one of the most 
dominating athletes in his sport,” said 
Steve Southard of Grayling, who 
attended the General Clinton. “When 
they decided to leave the rest of the 
pack, they did. 

“Serge’s strategy is to stick with the 
next fastest person than himself. He’ ll 
go as fast as he needs too. Then, when 
he decides he needs to go, he goes,” he 
said, Southard has been a member of 
the Marathon Committee, the all- 
volunteer organization which 
organizes the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon, in Grayling for the past 15 
ycars,

The Mio Dain portage is generally considered to be the “hump” in this 
race, Most teams which make the portage over Mio in reasonable shape, 
before the 4:00 am cut-off, also finish the race in qualifying time. Nearly 
every year, one or lwo teams narrowly avoid missing the cut-off, while 
others may have to face that, for them, this year’s Marathon ts over. 

Endurance, cather than sheer speed become more important for che 
contestants as Saturday night becomes Sunday morning. There are often 
inajor changes in the standings late in the race, for some teams simply 
finishing the race becomes their primary objective. 

Endurance and proper preparation are important for spectators as well. 
Don’t forget the basic necessities: a thermos of coffee, snacks, flashlight 
from Pelican Products (or two), binoculars, rain-wear, and good maps.

The AuSable River Canoe Marathon 
is one of the most grucling sporting 
events ever conceived, Back in the 
mid-forties some folks said such a 
race could never succeed, 

In September 1947, the first 
AuSable Marathon was held, Forty- 
six teams started in Grayling and 
headed for Oscoda. Twenty-one hours 
and three minutes later the winners, 
Allen Carr and Delbert Case of 
Grayling, beached their canoe at 
Oscoda. 

During the carly years, Michigan 
canocists dominated the race, Thenin 
1964, a Michigan-Minnesota team 
consisting of Ralph Sawyer, Oscoda, 
and Irving (Buzz) Peterson of Coon 
Rapids, MN, placed first in 15 hours, 
six minutes in one of the few years the 
Marathon was run as a two-day event. 

Perhaps the most exciting race in 
the 47 ycar history of the Marathon 
occurred in 1979, Claude and Serge 
Corbin, brothers from Quebec, edged 
Michigan natives John Baker and Ken 
Brownatthe finish line by six seconds. 
The two teams were never more than 
20 seconds apart during the entire 
race! 

In the 1988 Marathon, Brett 
Stockton and Serge Corbin paddled to 
the first place, setting the record ume 
of 14:20:00. 

Also in 1988, Lynne Witte and Jim 
Myers shattered the mixed team record 
time, paddling toa fourth place finish, 
the best Marathon mixed-team finish

ever (15:05:26). 

In 1991, Lynne Witte and Connie 
Cannon set the current women’s record 
(16:04:31). 

In 1992, with his ninth victory, Brett 
Stockton surpassed Ralph Sawyer’s 
previous eight victory record. Butch 
Stockton still holds the record for 
consecutive wins with five. 

In 1993, JeffKolkaand Bill Torongo 
burned it from the start, leaving the 
others on the upper part of the river. 
They destroyed long-standing split 
time records, earning two point-to- 
point records as well. They now hold 
ithe most Marathon timing records (13), 

Serge Corbin and Solomon Carriere 
eventually overtook Kolka and 
Torongo, winning the 1993 Marathon. 
This victory was Carricre’s second 
and Corbin’scighth, icing Corbin with 
Ralph Sawyer for the second most 
Marathon wins in the history of the 
race, 

Mike and Bob Bradford hold the 
Amatcur record time of 15:42:36 
(1986). Fastest Amateur mixed team 
finish is 17:18:50, paddled by Brad 
and Bev Gordon in 1982, Bev Gordon 
and Lynne Witte set the Amateur 
women’s record in 17:37:15 (1983).
